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Yesterday morning at 8:30 o’clock the boys’ dormitory of the Decatur Baptist College caught fire 
^ n d in less than fifty minutes all that remained of “Neel Hall” was a' seething heap of ashes. 
When 


discoved the fire was burning in the flooring of a room on the second story in the northeast corner of 
the building. 
The alarm was immediately given and the teachers and students battled with the flames, 
which spread rapidly throughout the interior of the structure. 
Hundreds of our town people rushed to 


scene and assisted in the work of checking the fire, but the efforts came to naught. 
It was impossible 
for the fire department to render any service, owing to the distance from a water plug. 
Most all personal property of the students rooming in the building was saved. 
Five thousand dollars insurance was carried on the building. 


Steps will be immediately taken to erect a modern brick structure on the site of the burned building, 


costing probably $12,000. 
A telegram was sent Governor Colquitt, asking him to allow the students the use of the state’s army 


tents, pending other arrangements for housing the beys. 
The governor promptly granted the request 
and the tents are now on the way here.

FIRST 
STEP 
IS 
DRAINAGE 


Get W ater Off and Away From Road 
as Quickly as Possible— Weeds and 
Sod Make Trouble— Proper Use of 
Gravel. 


By HOWARD H. GROSS. 
It is not overstating the fact to say 
that three-fourths of the men charged 
with tho responsibility of building 
and repairing the roads the country 
over, know very little about the sub­ 
ject; they have not had the engineer­ 
ing experience or even the practical 
experience necessary; they have sim­ 
ply followed their predecessors and 
they do what the fellow before them 
did. 
In the movement for better high­ 
ways the first step is a more intelli­ 
gent expenditure of the time and 
money appropriated for the 
better­ 
ment of the roads, to the end that the 
community shall get the most and the 
best results for its contribution. 
It 
is common practice to do either the 
wrong thing, or if perchance the right 
thing is done, to do it at the wrong 
time of the year, and the result is 
very often an expenditure of one dol­ 
lar to get thirty cents worth of bene­ 
fit. 
As an instance we might cite 
that Illinois is spending five million 
of dollars a year upon the highways, 
and those in position to know, assert 
that more than half of it is wasted 
tv nl timed and misdirected effort. 


What is true 
of 
Illinois 
is 
true 
throughout the central west. 
In order to make suggestions that 
will be of value one must assume 
some typical conditions and indicate 
what it is best to do to improve the 
roads under them. 
In road improvement the first and 
most important step 
is 
drainage. 
Without proper drainage every effort 
will fail. Water is the only natural 
enemy of roads, and water is a cow­ 
ard and will run away if given a 
chance, hence get the water off the 
road and away from the road as 
quickly as possible. 
This may be 
done either by surface or sub-surface 
drainage, by side ditches with ample 
fall and proper outlet to carry the 
water away from the highway, or by 
tile. 
If the latter is done nothing 
less than four inch tile ought to be 
used and it should be very carefully 
laid, and should be put on each side 
of the road, particularly where the 
Coinage Is most needed. 
Be sure 
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In grading to make a fill do not al­ 
low any weeds or sod to get into the 
roadway. These will decay and make 
all kinds of trouble. 
It is much bet­ 
ter to keep them out in the first in­ 
stance. 
If, in making the fill, the material 
must be moved six hundred feet or 
less, it will be advantageous to do 
this with scrapers—wheel type pre­ 
ferred. 
But if the material must be 
moved 
more than that it will 
be 
cheaper to put it upon wagons. Any 
filling of this nature should be made 
early in the spring, preferably as soon 
as the 
frost is out of the ground, so 
it will 
have ample time to compact 
and settle by the summer rains and 
the traffic. By proper handling dur­ 
ing the summer season, a fill sev­ 
eral feet deep can be put in shape 
for the road. A fill of this kind should 
be dragged with a split log drag or 
its equivalent after rains in order to 
keep the fills smooth and rounded so 
the water will run off quickly. The 
main thing is to prevent this fill from 
becoming water soaked. 
If this is 
done it will be thoroughly dried out 
and in good condition before the win­ 
ter sets in, and it can be kept com­ 
paratively dry, if the tiles are kept 
open at the side and water Is kept 
off the surface. 
In order to do this 


the ruts must be Ailed as soon as 
made. 
When a grade is once established 
the surface thereafter should never 
be disturbed except the top two or 
three inches in order to smooth it 
out with a road drag or harrow. 
We will assume that the fill has 
been made preparatory 
to 
putting 
gravel or crushed stone upon 
the 
highway, and thus have a permanent 
improvement. 
The following suggestions will be 
of benefit to the inexperienced road 
builder, who has simply farm tools to 
use. 
It is not designed to suggest to the 
experienced builder, having improved 
road machinery to use. 
Where roads are graveled, it has 
been very common for the farmers to 
haul the gravel and dump it down in 
a winrow, and leave it to be spread 
and compacted by traffic. 
Every' 
driver avoids this winrow until soft 
weather compels him to drive over

that the outlet Is unobstructed lf side 
ditches are used, especially on a hill 
slope, and have them as wide as prac­ 
ticable at the bottom. 
Suppose the bed of the ditch is 
twenty-four inches wide down a hill 
■lope. 
Construct so that the bottom 
of the ditch next to the hill ald© will 
be an inch or so lower than th© side 
next to the road, so the flow will 
tend to the hill side instead of to the 
road. 
Wherever It is necessary to carry 
water across a roadway, it Is best to 
use iron or concrete pipe and carry 
it across at an angle. 
Strong tile 
will do lf it is placed a sufficient dis­ 
tance below the surface so it will not 
be broken by the traffic. 
The outlet 
of this crossing should be considera­ 


te 
Hence the road made in this man­ 
ner requires a long time and a great 
deal of subsequent attention before 
a fairly good gravel road Is the re­ 
sult. 
Before putting down 
the 
gravel 
shoulders should be made the width 
that the gravel is to be spread, whi.eh 
may be anything from nine feet or 
more. After the gravel is dumped in 
between the shoulders, take an old­ 
fashioned field harrow and go back 
and forth over th L winrow, and with 
the aid of a little hand work here and 
there, have it spread over the surface 
smoothly, and three or four inches 
higher at the middle than at the sides. 
This harrowing is very important aa

large extent takes the place of a roll­ 
er. If a roller can be had this also 
should be used, and used immediately 
after a rain. 
But a good road can 
be had without a roller, if it is taken 
care of and looked after during the 
first year, and the best implement to 
do this is with a split log drag, using 
it the same as on an earth road. 
Ruts 
will form along the wagon track and 
where the horses go, but a dragging 
of the surface will fill these and in 
a short time a compact, smooth road­ 
way will result. 
A better road can be 
built in one year if this plan is fol­ 
lowed than can be built in three years 
by the old plan, and the road will be 
smoother and will serve a better pur 
pose. 
Do not forget that the most impor­ 
tant part of road building is drainage, 
and that five cr six inches of gravel 


od a well drained road will give bet­ 
ter results than twice this material 
upon a road that is imperfectly drain­ 
ed. 
When the writer was attending the 
great International Meeting of Road 
Engineers in Paris, 19C8, one of the 
delegates asked an eminent French 
engineer how soon after the road was 
built he commenced to make repairs. 
His answer was: 
"The next 
day.’' 
If any place “a stitch in time saves 
nine,’’ it certainly will do so on th© 
highway. 
The 
splendid 
roads 
of 
Europe are looked after by an attend­ 
ant who goes over them every week, 
and as soon as a break appears, the 
necessary repair is made. 
In this 
country the practice has been to build 
an expensive road or pave a street at 
a high cost, and do nothing with it un­ 
til it becomes impassable. 
When any township has well grad­ 
ed and thoroughly drained its high­ 
ways the question of good roads is 
half solved, but only half. A smooth 
hard wearing surface must be put up­ 
on the same, especially upon the main 
highways. 
Where the state aid plan 
is followed the expense is not a bur­ 
den to anyone and the benefits are 
many and shared in by all. 
We sometimes hear the statement 
made by those who are trying to find 
objections to the building of hard 
roads, that an earth road Is 
much 
pleasanter to drive upon and easier 
for the horses, and therefore the ad­ 
vantage# of a good road are in some 
degree off-set by the fact that an 
earth road at certain seasons is the 
better of the two. 
The writer has always advocated, 
that where it i* practical, It would be 
well to leave a smooth earth road 
alongside of the stone or gravel road, 
so that the drivers might choose be­ 
tween the two. When the weather Is 
fine and the earth road is smooth, the 
drivers will usually take that In pref­ 
erence to the hard road. 
This saves 
wearing the hard road, and thus it 
serves a double purpose. 
Let a heavy 
rain descend and everybody takes the 
hard road. The difference is the Im­ 
proved highway is good 365 days In 
the year, and the other road is good 
and bad by turns. 
Having them side 
by side, which can easily be 
done 
without additional expense, the people 
have the choice. 
There is another feature of the per­ 
manent road that should not be lost 
sight of. In the busy season while 
the crops are being planted, some 
times a heavy rain will fall, so that 
the fields are too wet to work. With 
good roads the farmer can make a 
trip to town, do the necessary er­ 
rands, haul off a load of grain or hogs 
and keep his farm hands employed. 
If the roads are unimproved, he can 
neither work the farm nor travel the 
highways. 
Every road overseer, and in fact ev-

ary farmer, snoula send to the 3tate 
engineer of his state, and to the office 
of Public Roads at Washington, and 
have his name put upon the mailing 
list, so that the bulletins and circu­ 
lars, of which scores are published ev­ 
ery ydar, upon road building and main.- 
tenance, road drainage, and 
sugges­ 
tions that grow out of the experience 
of road building can be followed up 
and adopted by them. If thi» were 
done it would 
stop 
an 
enormous 
amount of money that every year is 
wasted upon the highways 
by 
111 
cline* and misdirected effort.

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Carelessness in Egg Handling 
Costs Big Sum. 


Poultry 
Experts In 
Department of 
Agriculture Estimate Amount at 
$45,000,000—Much Neglect- 
ed Product of the Farm. 


\ 
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Washington.—Experts 
of 
the de­ 
partment of agriculture are 
on 
the 
trail of the American hen. 
Owing to 
the lack of proper training in the ear­ 
ly education of the hen as to where 
and when to lay her eggs, an educa­ 
tion for which the farmer is responsi­ 
ble, and owing to the carelessness of 
the farmer and his wife in the proper 
handling of their poultry’s products, 
it Is contended that $45,000,000 worth 
of eggs each year are lost. 
This is 
said to be 15 per cent of the annual 
egg crop, which is given at $300,000,- 
OOO. 
The total value of the egg and 
poultry business is given at $620,000, 
OOO a year. 
Harry M. Lamon and Charles L. Op- 
perman of the animal husbandry divi­ 
sion of the bureau of animal industry 
of the department are the experts 
, who have been looking into the action 
of the hen. 
They have, as a result 
of their study, suggested many re­ 
forms for the farmer, the country mer­ 
chant who is the principal first pur­ 
chaser, the railroads and the big deal­ 
ers. It is not at all strange that their 
work of reformation should be laid in 
the state of Kansas, which is full of 
reforms as well as eggs, for Kansas 
is one of the greatest egg-producing 
states in the Union. 
There is no other domestic animal 
which has a more general distribu­ 
tion than the hen, and the part which 
she plays in the agricultural wealth of 
this country is almost incredible. Ac­ 
cording to the most recent statistics 
of the department of agriculture the 
products of the American hen aggre­ 
gate a total value of more than $620,- 
000,000 annually. 
This is stated to 
be equal to the value of the hay crop 
of 1908, and greater than the com­ 
bined value of oats and potatoes for 
the same year. It is nearly nine Ames 
the value of the tobacco crop, and 
equal to that of wheat. 
It is an accepted fact that the com­ 
mercial egg of this country is of a 
very 
poor 
quality, and 
when 
the 
housewife purchases eggs of the local 
grocer she is often compelled to break 
them first in a saucer before using 
them for culinary purposes. The poor 
quality in eggs has been attributed by 
the majority of persons to the reten­ 
tion of eggs in cold storage until a 
large per cent of them are unfit for 
human consumption. 
This condition, 
howevt 
is not as a rule due to cold 
Storage, but fo the rendition of the 
eggs vvhon they go into storage. 
This I'a- of $45,000,000, represexted 
by the improper handling of eggs on 
the far:u and in the country store, is 
in tile main a preventable one. 
It is 
born 1 directly both by the producer 
and the consumer and affects the con­ 
sumer also by curtailing the egg sup­ 
ply of the country as well as lowering 
its quality. 
By preventing this loss 
it is possible for the farmer to realize 
a greater profit and for ihe consumer 
to be reasonably certain of purchasing 
eggs of good quality as well as keep­ 
ing down the cost. 
Poultry and eggs are produced in 
all sections of the country, but the 
business finds its greatest 
scope 
in 
areas presenting the most favorable 
conditions. 
It is a noticeable fact 
that the bulk of these Important prod­ 
ucts is produced on the farms of the 
Mississippi Valley. 
In that section 
there are practically no large inten­ 
sive poultry farms such as are com­ 
monly found in the Eastern states and 
on the Pacific coast. Poultry keeping, 
therefore, is largely incidental, the 
hens 
being 
considered and treated 
largely as an agency for converting 
material which would otherwise go to 
waste into a salable product. 
Conse­ 
quently the poultry and eggs produced 
constitute merely a by-product of the 
general farm. Because prices for poul­ 
try products are comparatively low 
)he farmers make no efforts to keep 
larger flocks than can be supported by 
this waste without much attention or 
extra feed, 
and 
because 
individual 
flocks are small little attention has 
been given to improving the product 
or the method of 
disposing 
of it. 
There is a young gold mine, accord­ 
ing to the chicken experts, for the 
American 
farmer, 
no 
matter 
how 
small his farm may be, if he will de­ 
vote some time to his egg and poul­ 
try business. 
He should keep clean 
houses and runs for 
his 
chickens, 
keep his nests clean, prevent his hens 
from laying In out of the way places, 
and should market his eggs at least 
twice a week. 
He should sell them 
not by numbers birt according to their 
quality. 
Then, too, he Should feed his hens 
at least once b day, and 
in 
winter, 
when pickings 'ars hard to find, twice 
a day. 
Again, be should never store 
his eggs in a damp place, especially 
a country cellar, 
He should sell for 


dash, and, most Important of all, in­ 
crease his number of hens and make 
them work along scientific lines in 
their egg laying

VEGETABLES 
COOKED 
IN 
THIS 
MANNER ARE DELICIOUS. 


Combines the Advantages of Baking 
and 
Boiling—Delights 
of 
New 
Method Are Many, But It 
Has Limitations. 


Tbe Soyer method of paper 
bag 
cookery is never better than when ap­ 
plied to fresh vegetables. 
A great 
many vegetables are 
better 
when 
baked in the oven than when cooked 
in water on the top of the stove, be­ 
cause the juices are better preserved. 
But the one great objection to baking 
a vegetable has been tfle fact that it 
is likely to grow dry with 
cooking 
and acquire a hard crust over the sur­ 
face. 
When inclosed in a paper bag 
the moisture arising from it as 
it 
cooks forms an envelope of steam 
around it and keeps it from drying. 
The steam cannot escape while In­ 
closed in the bag.

advertising recently by ll. N. McKin­ 
ney of Philadelphia. 
He took for his 
topic, “Advertising a Power

Mr. McKinney 
is connected with X. W. Ayer & Son, 
an advertising agency of Philadelphia. 
“Advertising is the art of creating a 
desire, or increasing an already exist­ 
ing desire, and fixing it upon some cer­ 
tain article until that article is pur­ 
chased. 
Advertising is 
the 
silent 
salesman, repeating the selling argu­ 
ment until it fastens itself in the mind 
of the reader. 
Advertising is not a 
get-rieh-quick scheme. 
It is 
not 
oji 
easy road to success. It Is 
a hard, 
painstaking study of human nature in 
all Its phases, and its success is an 
evidence of a correct understanding of 
the human mind. 
“The underlying principle of all ad­ 
vertising is always the same—the ap­ 
plication of the 
principle 
is 
rarely 
twice alike. The principle is the crea­ 
tion of thought, and the molding cf 
that thought in a given direction. 
It 
matters not whether the article adver­ 
tised is a railroad 
bond, a 
diamond 
bracelet or a package of food; the ob­ 
ject of the advertiser is to create a de­ 
sire for that particular thing 
so 
in­ 
tense that a sale follows. 
“While the principle is unchanging 
and unchangeable, the application of 
it must be fitted to each individual 
case, and not a small part of many ad­ 
vertising failures is due to the assump­ 
tion that because a certain line of ad­ 
vertising has been successful in one 
case it will be in another.

HELP THE RURAL CARRIER. 


One of the best friends the farmer 
can have is the rural mail carrier. 
Not that the carrier is allowed to 
show any special favors to any p a ­ 
trons by virtue of his office, but b e­ 
cause the c arrier represents a work 
which Uncle Sam is doing for the 
farmers without getting a sufficiant 
return in money to pay for it. 
Rural 
delivery is being conducted at a loss. 
It must also be borne in mind that 
the rural c a rrie r sometimes, braves 
great hardships and even danger in 
order to serve all the patrons on Ins ! 
route, not because the regulations 
compel him to, but because of the at­ 
tachment he forms for the people 
whose mail he delivers. 


The rural carrier is not overpaid, 
either, although h i s salary looks 
good on paper, considering the class 
of work that he does—which does not 


require more intelligence than drivl 
a grocery delivery wagon. Howefet*, 
the carrier must pay for the keep of 
his horse and repairs on his rig, so 
that very few are able to draw inter­ 
est from the banks. 


An effective for the farmer to show 
his appreciation of the rural car­ 
rier’s faithful services is by keeping 
an up-to-date mail box and locating 
it in such a way that it will be easy 
for the carrier to serve it without dis­ 
mounting. 
T h e postal regulations 
provide that boxes must be 3 1-2 feet 
from the ground, and must be grouped 
where possible with the boxes over­ 
hanging the road, but there are few 
carriers who wish to have hard feel­ 
ing with their patrons by reporting 
the matter to their superiors. There­ 
fore, they let the matter go and serve 
unhandy boxes in unhandy ways year 
after year. 
Ask your carrier if your box is lo­ 
cated in accordance with the regula­ 
tions, and if you could make it more 
convenient for him by altering its po­ 
sition. 
Carry out his suggestions, 
and you will have made him the best 
possible gift.—Ex.
